A Senate staff report recommends 
that a perjury investigation be initi- 
ated against former Central Intelli- 
gence Agency Director Richard M. 
Helms and accuses Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger of having g de- 
ceived” the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee in sworn testimony. 

The report, which centers on testi- 
mony given by high-ranking officials 
on U.S. covert intervention in Chile’s 
internal political affairs, also recom- 
mends perjuiy and contempt investi- 
gations of three other government wit- 
nesses in the Chile inquiry. 

Prepared by Jerome Levinson, chief 
counsel to the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Subcommittee on Multinational 
Corporations, the confidential report 
will be taken up for possible action to 
day at an executive session of the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

The committee has the option oi 
endorsing or rejecting the report in 
whole or in part. 

The targets of the proposed investi- 
gations are former Assistant Secretary 
of State for Jnler-Amorican Affairs 
Charles E. Meyer, former U.S. Am 
bassadci to Chile. Edward Korry, «j , * a 
William Broe, former chief of the 
CIA’s Latin American Division. 

The report, submitted to -subeorn- 
mitloe chairman Sen. Frank Church 
(D-Jdaho) and Sen. Clifford P. Cose 
(R-X.J.), also asks that the record of 
Kissinger’s confirmation hearing he 
reopened in public session to question 
the secretary on the “rationale” for 
U.S. covert: political actions in Chile 
after 1969. 

H further recommended that Kis- 
singer be asked to testify generally on 
U.S. policy toward “duly elected Von- 
ernments which may bo anticipated 
not to follow policies to the liking 
of the United States. *

The staff recommendations 
reflected rising concern in 
Congress over major discrepan- 
cies in the sworn testimony of 
high State Department wit- 
nesses and the disclosure of 
secret testimony last April 22 
by CIA Director William E. 
Colby that the agency spent $3 
million in Chile to foil the late 
Salvadore A Hondo's candidacy 
in 1904 and $8 million attempt- 
ing to block his election and 
undermine his government af- 
ter 1909. 

The report cites previously 
secret testimony by Kissinger, 
delivered at an executive ses- 
sion of his confirmation hear- 
ing on Sept. 17. 1973. minimiz- 
ing the role of the CIA in the 
1970 Allende election.

Only a month before Kis 
singer testified, the report fur- 
ther noted, the Forty Commit- 
tee— which he chaired — au- 
thorized tiie expenditure of $1 
million of this amount for 
“further political destabiliza- 
tion.” 

The basis for these asser- 
tions was the Colby testimony 
as recounted by Rep. Michael 
Harrington (D-AIass.). a mem- 
ber of the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee. The CIA’s 
'only comment on the Harring- 
ton disclosure was to question 
whether Colby has used the 
word “destabilization” in his 
April 22 testimony to a House 
CIA oversight committee 
dialled by Rep. Lucien Xcdzi 
AD- Mich.). 

Colby’s onl.v personal com- 
ment on the Harrington report, 
was that he would neither con- 
firm net* deny its authenticity 
j since it was given in executive 
| session. Last Friday Colby 
j commented tliat the disclosure 
I of his testimony through a 
i confidential letter by Harring- 
iton to his chairman.

The report was also critical 
of Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury for Internationa] Af- 
fairs John M. Hennessy, who 
assisted in coordinating U.S. 
economic policy toward Hie 
Allende government - that 
leaned heavily toward with- 
drawal of lines of credit • by 
such international lending 
bodies as the World Bank* -in- 
ter-American Development 
Bank and Export-Import Bank.
